this laſt Centurie, as in any other place whatſoever : Yet fince 


the excluſion of the Catholick Faith, there has beea that commiee - 
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eed by thoſe, who would be faine called Proteftents , that" the 
wickedeſt Papift ar no timedreame of, '*Fway never heard of be-- 
fore that an abſolute Qrreen was condemned by SubJeRs,#nd thoſe: 
ſtiled her Peers; or that a King was publiquely tried and execu- 
ted by his own people and ſervants. | | 

My Lords and Gentlemen, We know who were the Authors 
of ehis laſt abomination, and how generouſly you ſtrove againſt 
che raging torrent; nor have we any other ends to remember” 
you of it, but to ſhow that all Religions may have z corrupted! 
ſpawn ; and that God has been pleaſed to permit ſuch a Rebelli- 
on, Which our Progenitors never ſaw, to convince you perchance 
(whom for ever may he proſper) that Popery is not the only 
lourſe of Treaton. 

Litcle did wethink (when your prayers and ours were offered 
up to beg a Bleſſing on the Kings Aﬀairs) everto feethac day, 
in which Ca:(-5,G f 1rd, Whitgrave,and the Penaels fhould be puniſhed 
by your defires ſor chat Religion, which obliged them co ſave 
cheir forlorne Prince; and a ftigmatized man (for his offences 
againlt King and Church) a chief promoter of ie.

Fngland from Paganiſm) and thoſe other Se&s that can challenge 
nothing bat intruſion tor their impoſed Authority.

cuting all otaer Religions within gacir reach. 

We confeſs, where the name of Proteſtant is unknown,theCathoe 
lick Magiſtrates (believing ic erroneous) do uſe all care co keep it 
out :. Yer in thoſe Countries whe: e liberty 18 given, they have far 
more Privileges then we under any reform'd Government what- 
ſoever. To be ſhore, we will only inftance F ance for all, where 
they have publick Churches,where they can make what Proſelytes 
they pleaſe; and wheie *cis not againſt Law to be in any charge 
or imployment. |/Now H-[iand (which permits eveiy thing) 
gives us, *cis true, our Lives and Eſtates, but takes away all trutt in 
Rule, and leaves us alſo in danger of the Scout, whenloever he 
pleaſes to moleft our Meetings, 

Becauſe we have named France, the Maſſacre will perchance be 
urged againſt us. But che world muſt know chat was a Cabiner 
Plot, condemned as wicked by Catholick Writets there, and of 
other Countries alſo. Beſides, ic cannot be thought they were. 
murthered for being Proteſtants, fince *was their powerful Re- 
bellion (let their faith have been what ir would) that drew them 
inco tha: ill machinated deftrution, May it not be as well (aid in 
the next Catholick Kings raign , that the: Duke of Gu/e and 
Cardinal (Heads! of the League) were kill'd4 for their Religion 
allo ? Now no body is ignorant but *cwas their fa&ious Authority, 
which made that jealous Prince deſign their-. Deaths, though by 
unwarrantable means,If it were forDodrine that Hugonets fiffer'd 
in Frencr, this haughty Monarch would ſoon deſtroy them now, 
having neither Force nor Town to reliſt his Might and Puiſſance, 


They yec live free enongh, being even Members of Parliament, 


and may convert/the Kings Brother too, if he thinks fit to be ſo, 
Thus youlee how well Proteſtants may live in a Popiſh Connery, 
under a Popith King ; Nor was Cha-lemaine more Catholick then 
this ; for though he contends ſometimes with the Pope, 'tis not 
of Faith, but about 34Uicane Privileges, which perchance he may 
yery lawfully do, Judge then worthy Patriots who are the beſt 


.ufed, and conſider our hardſhip here in Englas4, where *is not 


only 2 Fine for hearing Maſs,burt death co the Matter for having a 


-Prieft in his Houſe ; and fo far we are from Preferment, that by 


Law 


Law we cannot come. within 10, miles of Lonudov, All which we 
know your great Mercy will neyer permit you to exact. 

It has been often urged that our Miſdemeanours in Qneen 
Elizabetbs, and King 7ames his time was the cauſe of vur punith- 
ment. gs? 

We earneftly wiſh that the Party had had more patienge' wpder 
that Princeſs. But pray conlider (chough we excuſe ll eNeic 
faules ) whicher it was not a queſtion harder then that of York and 
Lanca(tcr (the cauſe of a War of ſich length , and death of (o 
many Princes)who had moſt right, Q een E '$4berh, or Mary Stewart, 
For fince the whole Kingdom had Crown'd, and ſworn Allegi- 
ance to Qneen Mar), they had own'd her legitimate, Daughter to 
Henry the Eighth; an therefore *cwas thought neceflarily ta 
follow by many, that if Mary was the true Child, glizetes way 
the Natural, which muſt needs then give way to the thrice noble 
Queen of Scots ; *I'was for the Royal Houſe of Scotleud thar they 
ſuffered in thoſe days, and *cis for the ſame Illuſtrious Family we 
are ready to hazard all on any occafion. Nor can the conſequence 
of the former proceedure be bur il!, if a Hen. $4, (whom Sir //, 
Rawleighand my Lord Cherbaury, two famous Proteſtants, have fo 
homely charafterized) ſhould after ewenty years co-habitarion, 
eurn away his Wife, and chis out of ſcruple of Conſcience (as he 
ſaid) when as Hiſtory declareg, that he never ſpared woman in 
his luſt, nor man in his fury, 

Now for the Fifth of November, with hands lifted up to Heaven, 
we abominate and deteſt, and from the bottom of our heares, lay, 
that may they fall into irrecoverable perdition, who propagate 
that faith by the blood of Kings, which is to be planted intruch 
and meekneſs only, Bur let it not diſpleaſe you (Men, Brethrerp 
and Fa:hers,) if we a-k wheiher ics be no better known? or, 
who has fo: g't the Plots of Cromwel!, framed in his Cloter, ne 
only to deſtroy .many faithful Cavileers; but alſo eo put aJuſtre 
upon his Intelligence, as it nothing could be dore withone his 
knowlege. Fven lo did the then g eat Miniſter who dr ew ſome 
few Deſ,crad:es into this conjuration, and then difcovei'd it by s 
miracle. This will eafily appear, viz. how little the * atholick 
party underſtood the deſign, ſeeing there were not a ſcore of 
guiley found, though all imaginable induftry was uſed by the 
Commons, Lords, and Privy Countfil coo, But ſuppoſe (my Lord?

Do not you know an Enemy may cafily miftake a Maſs-Bell 
for that which calls |to Dinner; or a Sequeſtrator glad to be af- 
fronted being Conftable ? when *cwas the hatred to his perſon and 
not preſeat office, which perchance egg'd a raſh man to folly, 
We dare with ſubmiſſion ſay, let 2 publick invitation be put up a- 

inſt any party whatſoever; 'nay, againſt the Reverend Biſhops 
themſelves, & ſome/malicious informer or other will alled ge that, 
which may be far becter co conceal... Yet all Mankind by a Mani- 
feſto on the Houſe door are encouraged to accuſe us. Nor are they 
upon Oath though! your Enemies and ours takeall for granted 
aud true, | 

It cannot be imagined, where the1*s ſo many men of heat and 
youth (overjoy'd with the happy Reftau: ation af their Piince, 
and remembring the Inſolencies of the former Grandees,) thar 
they ſhould al!, at all cimes prudently carry themſelves ; for this 
would be to be more then men : And truly we eſteem it as a parti- 
eular bleſſing, that God has not ſuffe1*d many, through vanity or 
frailty co fall inco greater faults, then are yet as we underſtand 
laid to our charge, 

Can we chooſe bat be diſmay*d (when all things fail ) that ex- 
travaganc Crimes are fathered on us. It is we that muſt be the 
Aurhors {ome (ay of Fireing the City, even we that have loſt ſo 
yaſtly by ir. Yet eruly in this our ingenuity is grear, ſince we think 
it no Plot, though our Enemy,an H 21:08 Proteſtant, acknowledged 
the fact, and was juſtly executed for his Yain Confeſſion. Again, 
ifa Me:chant of the Church of #»2/a14 buy Knives forthe bufi= 
neſs of his Trade, |this alſo preſently is a Papiſt contrivance to 
deſtroy the well affe&ed. 

- Wemuſt a little complain, finding it by experience, that by 
reaſon you diſcountenance us, the People rage; and apain, be- 
cauſe they rage, we are the more forſaken by you.

Our acquaintance therefore 
we fear atnoctime; butit is the ſtranger we dread: (that taking 
all. on Hear-fay, )'zealou{ly wounds, and then examines the buki- 
nefs when cis too late, or 18 perchance confirm'd by another, that 
knows no more of us then he himſelf. *Tis to you we muſt make 
our applications, beleeching you (as ſubjeRs tender of our King) 
ro intercede for us in the execution, and weigh the Dilemma, 
which doubeleſs he is in,cicher to deny ſo good a Parliament their 
requeſt, or eMe run counter ts his Royal inclinations, when he 
puniſhes che weak and harmleſs, Why may not we Noble Country« 
men, hope for favour fi om you, as well as Fr-uch Proteſtants find 
from theirs? A greater duty chenours none could expreſs we are: 
ſure. Or why ſhould che U:;ice.t Provinces, and other Magiftrates 
(that are harih both in mind and manners) refraine from vio- 
lence againſt our Religiun, a1d your tender breafts ſeem not to 
harbour the leaft compaſli-n or pitty ? Theſe barbarous people 
ſequeſter none for their faith, but for tranſgrefſion againſt the 
Seate; Nor is the whole party involved in the crime of a few, but 
every man ſuffers for his own and proper faulc. Do you thenthe 
like, and he thae offends lec him die withoue mercy 3 And think 
always (we beſeech you) of Eromwer's injuſtice, who for the aRi- 
ons of ſome againſt his pretended Laws, drew thouſands into de» 
cimation, (ever 1gnorant of the thing) after they had vaſtly paid 
for clrexr ſecurity and quiet, = 

We have no'other ſhidy but the Glory of our Soveraign, and 
jaft'liberty of the Subjeas 7 nor was it a mean argument of our 
duty, when every Catholick Lord gave his voice for the Reftora- 
tion of Biſhops; by which we could pretend no other advantages 
but that 26. Paces (ſubſifting wholly by the Crown) were added 
to the defence of Kingſhip, and conſequently a check coall Anar- 
chy and confufion. ; 

*Tis morally impoſſible that we who approve of Monarchy in 
the Charch, but muſt ever be fond of it in the State alſo, Yet 
this is a misfortune, we now plainly feel, that the longer the late 
eranſgreſtors live, the more forgotten are their crimes, whilft di- 
ſtance. in timecalls the favlrs of oor Fathers to remembrance, 
and buries our own Allegiance mm eternzl Oblivion and for- 
gerſalneſs. FF |
